Thus ex-servicemen will have 
the equivalent of the full four-year 
course before degrees ure granted, 
with a saving of one year in time.

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SCIENCE AND THE FARMER 


By W. D. Tolton, Director of Exten- 


sion, Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph, Ontario, 


(NOTE-This is the fourth of a 
series of comments \by ~well- 
known authorities, written ex- 
pressly for the Weekly Press of 
Ontario.) 


Can the practical farmer make use 
of the marvellous discoveries of 
science to increase his profits and 
achieve a higher standard of living 
for himself and his children? 


No one will deny that our scient- 
ists have been taking giant steps for- 
ward. We read daily about startling 
new discoveries such, for example, as} 
life saving penicillin, as well as life 
destroying jet propulsion. But about 
Agriculture? To answer the question 
we have only to look about us and 
examine the results of science on our 
farm today. Science shows its hand 
here in a surprising number of ways. 
The. bumper wheat crops of Western 
Canada were made possible by the 
patient cross breeding of selected 
varieties by Dr. Saunders and the 
men who came after him and are 
continuing his work, The electric 
current which at the turn of a switch 
floods the stable with light on dark 
mornings and operates the compress- 
or for the milking machine, the chem- 
ical fertilizer which raises the crop 
yield, and the sprays which protect 
against insect ravages and bacterial 
and fungus diseases are only a few 
examples of science at work on the 
farm. 


There are bigger and better things 
to come. When the war ends Canad- 
fan Agriculture will be presented 
with y opportunjties for develop- 
ment expansion, and Canadian 


most of them. This will only be poss 
ible if farmers have saved enough of 
their wartime earnings to provide 
themselves with the tools which they 
require. 


Most farms are very short of iia 
ines and equipment. While production 
of farm machinery has been drastic- 
ally curtailed due to the war, the 
men who build these machines have 
not been idle. They have been devel- 
oping new material and planning 
better machines for peace-time agri- 
culture. New types of labour saving 
equipment are being invented and 

ted in order to provide implements 

ch will increase production and 
cut down on labour, 


On the experimental farms and at 
the Agricultural College much work 
is being done on soi) fertility and soil 
conservation. Tests are carried out in 
laboratories and.in the field in order 
to determine the best fertilizer com-| 
binations for different crops on all 
types of soils and the most satisfact- 
ory and economical way of applying 
them. Soil erosion is being studied in 
all parts of the country and special-! 
ists in soil conservation are woriing’ 
on methods of preventing the wast- 
age of good rich topsoil from wif 


farms. } 


Drainage is another very import-| 
ant question which we cannot over- 
look. Not only will proper drainage | 
result in bigger crops, but it is also | 
the means of bringing thousands of| 
neres of low lying lands into produc- 
tion.

An important and ittle publicized 
role played by Canadian farmers in 
providing ships’ supplies is dis 
closed by D. R Téwnsend, Prices 
Board administrator of ships’ 
stores, in a'statement of 1944 oper- 
ations. 

Almost 5,000,000 pounds of beef 
and veal; 4,000,000 pounds of flour; 
1,750,000 pounds of mutton and 
lamb, and a similar quantity of 
pork as well as of miscellaneous 
meats, plus 1,500,000 pounds of ba- 
con and ham were supplied for 
ships’ stores last year. Huge quan- 
tities of tinned and dried fruits and 
vegetables, eggs, butter, conderised 
milk, poultry, cheese, tomato juice 
and cereals were also among foods 
that had their origin on Canadian 
farms, and were indispensable to 
those who man the merchant ships 
and convoy escorts on the high 
seas. 

Every ship that leaves a Cana- 
dian port, whether troop transport 
or liner, cargo boat or deep-sea 
fishing vessel, is supplied not only 
with enough food for its voyage 
outward bound, but for the return 
trip as well, Mr. Townsend points 
out. Supplies are provided on a 
strict per’ man per day basis, and 
if a ship returns to Canada before 
the expiry date of its last storing 
period an, accounting of stores is 
required: by the administration.

These pictures, taken in Belgium, show something of the rocket weapon now in use by Canadian and * 
British armies on the western front. At top left, Sgt. H. J. Green of Port Arthur, Ont., is holding one 
of the rocket projectiles and at top right, Capt. E. V. Burnett of Durham, Ont., and Lieut. L. W. Lewis 
of Toronto look over one of the projectors or “guns”, its 32 barrels loaded with the death-dealing 
rockets, Lower picture shows a barrage being fired in final firing trials. Canadian artillerymen led by 
Lt.-Col. W. E. Harris, of Sarnia, Ont., now district representative of the Department of Veterans Col. Jose 
Affairs at London, Ont., had a hand in developing the rocket barrage to its present potency, where a 
blanket of rockets laid down on enemy positions can completley demoralise the defenders. The barrage 
is laid dgwn by a group of rocket projectors. In each group there are, 12 projectors or “guns” each 
having 32 barrels. This array gives a concentration of fire comparable to that of 280 artillery pieces firing 
100 pound shells, Although considerably smaller, the rocket has a burst as effective as the medium ar- 
tillery shell, and a barrage can be fired by 200 men as against the 3,000 men necessary to lay down the 
equivalent fire power from medium artillery. It is stressed that rocket barrages do not supersede artillery 
for f on specific targets since artillery fire can be more accurate. For saturating enemy-held ground 
with high explosive, however, the rocket barrage has already proved itself a devastating weapon.
